'I'll Be All Right,’ He 
Says; Court to Hear 
Case Tomorrow 


SAN FRANCISCO. Sept. 17. <P> 
For the third time in 19 years, 
prison gates clanged open today 
for Thomas J. Mooney as he re¬ 
newed his long fight for freedom 
and vindication of charges that he 
was responsible for the bomb 
deaths of 10 persons in San Fran¬ 
cisco's 1916 Preparedness day pa¬ 
rade. 

At 6:30 a. m. Mooney was met 
within the walls of San Quentin 
penitentiary by a delegation of San 
Francisco policemen, and began his 
trip across the bay to San Fran¬ 
cisco, where lawyers will present 
his plea for release on a writ of 
habeas corpus. 

He was taken aboard a San 
Francisco police boat, which left 
a landing near the prison and im¬ 
mediately started across the 
waters of the Golden Gate. 

He was quickly removed to a 
city jail cell, on landing, and set 
his quarters in shape for his sev¬ 
eral-weeks sojourn. 

After posing for newsreel pho¬ 
tographers, he was thanked, his 
hand grasped in warm apprecia¬ 
tion. Tears began to trickle and 
standing at the cell's opened door 
he said to the departing visitors: 

“I’ll be all right. It’s the shock, 
coming back here—hack to San 
Francisco where it all hap¬ 
pened.” 

The hearing, being conducted 
for the state supreme court by 
Referee A. E. Shaw, will start to¬ 
morrow morning. It was originally 
set for today, but the postpone¬ 
ment was made to enable the su¬ 
preme court to hear arguments on 
a demand by Mooney's attorneys 
for clarification of its instructions 
to the referee.

A new contract offering a 4»i 
per cent reduction in rates on cur- 
rent used for overhead street 
lights, over and above what was 
used last year, was submitted to 
the city council last night by the 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany.

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LET’S SEE FOR OURSELVES 

T HE SANTA ANA chamber of commerce voted yester¬ 
day to study two bond issues which the people are to 
Vote on within the next month. One calls for bonds total¬ 
ing more than $6,000,000 to match hoped-for funds from 
governmental agencies, to build a system of flood control 
and water conservation for Orange county; the other 
issue is for $180,000, also to be added to government 
money to finish the rebuilding of schools wrecked by 
earthquake. 

Chamber directors decided they would hold meetings 
and hear what those who have studied both questions 
have to say about it. That’s a good idea but it isn’t nearly 
enough. In spite of the liberal allotments expected from 
the government, there still is a big sum left for Orange 
county to pay in the future. We would want more than 
good speakers to help us decide whether fo spend that 
much in any other venture. 

* # # 

G OVERNMENT has become big business in which 
every one of us must play an important part. We 
cannot escape it, even if we would. We must make up 
our minds to accept and use what is offered us or defend 
ourselves against it. 

There is only one way to decide these two bond ques¬ 
tions. That is by personal investigation. We may have 
ever so great a trust in those we elect as leaders but no 
wise business man is going to take the unsupported word 
of even the experts when there is so much at stake. 

The Journal therefore suggests that a move started 
yesterday among a group of business men to conduct a 
series of automobile excursions over the site of the flood 
control system be given unanimous support. We would go 
further and suggest that these same groups of investi¬ 
gators traverse the entire length of the Santa Ana river 
and see what becomes of the water that once came to 
Orange county. 

We would suggest that they make a careful study of 
the so-called flood control system which has been built in 
San Bernardino county with SERA money and learn first 
hand why we should think about water and how to insure 
ft supply here.

He 
is the most hilarious correspond- I 
ent since Mark Twain.
